A Saw-a-Log Desk Novelty 


BY CAPPY DICK 


An empty salt box provides 


the framework for the ''saw-s- 
log" table ornament shown in 
Figure 3. The salt bax is cover- 
ed with pieces of bark. The saw 
is made from cardboard, the 
blade being painted gray and the 
handle brown. 


Start with an empty salt box 


and cut a slot in it as in Figure 
1 to receive the cardboard saw. 
Make the saw about 10 inches 
long (Figure 2). 


Collect pieces of bark from 


dead tree branches. After cut- 
ting them to size and fitting 
them to the salt box, glue them 
in place, covering the entire box. 
Glue round pieces of yellow con- 
struction paper to the ends of 
the box and use brown crayon

The Latter Day Egg 


The brilliant technological achievements 


of the times are among the excitements of 
modern living, even for that citizen who 
follows the news only casually. Often we 
wish that grandfather could have survived 
a little longer, if only to permit us to hear 
with what incredulity he would have greet- 
ed the march of science that is crossing 
barriers in years and decades that in earlier 
eras represented centuries of plodding 
work. 


Some of the scientific brains of the 


country, moreover, have been spared from 
the challenges of chemistry, and aero- 
dynamics and medicine and the other 
aristocratic occupations of the scientific 
community. We noted with fascination, for 
example, a recent report from the National 
Research Council about a seven year, inten- 
sive study of a newly observed problem of 
the chicken egg as it is now produced for 
market in advanced countries. In Wisconsin 
which is one of the important egg produc- 
ing districts of the country the project will 
have a special interest. 


As the worried poultrymen advised the 


Canadian research center, the fresh egg 
has been acting up. The white in many 


ened law enforcement authority in this 
country.

Evidently only the 
best and sturdiest eggs will stand up under 
such treatment. There we have it. Perhaps 
now we must turn to the masters of the 
science of genetics to produce

Governments Lobbying Governments

One of the flourishing and highly visible 


new industries in Washington, D.C. repre- 
sents the expanding forces of municipal 
and state government lobbyists, assigned 
without apology to the task of assuring 
their governors, legislatures, mayors and 
city councils that they are getting a fair 
share, or perhaps a little more, of the multi- 
billion dollar sums of federal treasury 
largesse of a thousand kinds. 


Congressional Quarterly reports that at 


least 10 states and 20 of the larger cities of 
the country now have men on hand in 
Washington, in hired offices and sometimes 
with substantial staffs, to assist in travers- 
ing the national government 
labyrinth 


when home state or home city officialdom 
comes to town, in assisting congressional 
delegations in competing for important 
projects or installations 
financed 
with 


federal 
money, and in the 
day-to-day 


drudgery of establishing eligibility for the 
myriad and often complex federal aid 
programs. 


Nor is the phenomenon entirely novel 


as far as Wisconsin is concerned. The 
Wisconsin state government is a member of 
the Midwest Conference of Governors, 
which has moved its service office to the 
national capital where it feels it can render 
more help to its member state government 
executives. Some of our principal state 
government departments have men in 
Washington so often, and for such protract- 
ed periods, that they have resident lobbies 
in all except name. 


Conversely, local governments of Wis- 


consin lobby the state government at 
Madison, often for participation in pro- 
grams or funds which the state in turn 
seeks from the national government. Such 
old and established organizations as the 
League of Wisconsin Municipalities, the 
Wisconsin County Boards Association, the 
Wisconsin 
Towns Association, and the 


Wisconsin 
School 
Boards 
Association, 


among others, no doubt render many other 
useful services to the local governmental 
units which sustain them with annual dues 
checks. But it is unlikely that they would 
have been formed, nevertheless, except for 
the desire to present a united front in 
lobbying the legislature and often, major 
state departments closely involved with 
municipal problems and municipal financ- 
ing. Recently there has been formed yet 
another local lobby, by suburban towns 
fighting the annexation requirements of 
their urban neighbors. 


Basically, 
such 
activities 
involve a 


competition 
of taxpayer interests, the 


property taxpayer against the state income 
and sales taxpayer, the state taxpayer 
against the federal taxpayer. To the private 
citizen who is paying heavy taxes in all 
directions, it may appear a little absurd. 
But there is no assurance that this 
implausible political circumlocution will be 
ended.

STILL HAS PROBLEMS 


To be sure, problems still 


beset Canada. French Canadi-

transportation and industry if 
Quebec province ever seceded. 
This is not expected to occur, 
but De Gaulle's cry of "Long

debt to foreign investors, and 
the country depends more and 
more on imports from the 
United States — 70 per cent of 
1965's incoming trade.

not the full picture of Canada today. 
In its 100th birthday year, Canada can 
boost of ifl huge mineral output (high- 
est per capita in the world), an oil 
boom, the $470 million Seaway, the 
$1 billion Trans Canada Highway, 
Expo 67 and an arts revolution. The 
health of the Confederation is robuit, 
despite some unrest in French-jpeak- 
ing Quebec. 
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highest per capita mineral 
output of any country in the 
world. 


The nation now leads this 


hemisphere in producing nick- 
el, zinc, platinum-group met- 
als, and asbestos. Canadians 
are mining a rich iron-ore in 
Quebec-Labrador, developing a 
potash boom in Saskatchewan, 
and discovering new strikes in 
British 
Columbia — where 


about 25 mines (assorted min- 
eral have been developed since 
1960). 


Oil is another source of 


wealth for Canada — and has 


been since 1858, when Ontario 
brought in North America's 
first oil well.

Transportation has had its 


own boom, close on the heels of 
western expansion. 


The $470 million St. Law- 


rence Seaway and the $1 billion 
Trans-Canada Highway, both 
completed within the last ten 
years, tie the western regions 
to the east and to trading 
partners beyond. New railway 
lines are taking over where the 
dogsleds used to run — opening 
up to the not-so-desolate north 
to bring out loads of ore.

But the 
Legislature is inspected more 
closely, has a more intimate 
relation to the average man, 
and is surely audited 
and 


publicized 
more intensively 


than any of its kindred branch- 
es of government. One won- 
ders, indeed, whether the su- 
perior image of the courts and 
the higher education adminis- 
trations, for example, would 
survive the kind of relentless, 
minute, daily public scrutiny 
that is the usual and expected 
fate of the men chosen to write 
the laws.

NO THOUGHT OF CHANGE 


Thus the Legislature is con- 


tinuing its operations accord- 
ing to rules and habits that 
bear no necessary relation to 
the requirements or even the

changing them. 


Often certain examples of 


-lovenh procedure become en- 
crusted with the dignity and 
acceptance of time. The other 
d'iy a reflective member of the 
present
